Lester Townes Hope a friend of 
Bing Crdsby's is now doing a show 
for the CBC. (Dominion Network, 
Tuesdays at 8 pm, MDT.)

Oddly 
enough he’s an Englishman, born 
in Lendon in 1903, son of Mr. ond 
Mrs. William Henry Hope, who 
meved to Clevland Ohio a year or 
so after Lester was born. Bob still 
Lester at that time went to public 
cchool in Cleveland, and later was 
employed by a motor company, a 
newspaper and a boxing promoter.

Peanut Butter 
To Be Increased 


Due to arrangements which have 
been made for the purchase by Can- 
ada of part of the Algerian crop of 
peanuts, it is fully expected that 
the production of peanut butter 
this year will be considerably in 
advance of that which has recently 
prevailed.
